The party of the first part is to furnish baseballs, 
umpires, advertisement and is to see that the game is pro- 
perly advertised for August Oth, 1942, The game is to be 
played between two Negro National League teams. Namely, 
the New York Bleck Yankees and the Newark Eagles, 

The rental of the park is not to exceed 20% plus 
park help, which is to be $50,00, This game is to be 
insured by the party of the first part. The park rental 
plus help and rain insurance to be taken of the top and - 
the net receipts to be split three ways, The party of 
the first part 1/33 the party of the second part 1/3 
and the Newark Eagles 1/3 


HOME GROUNDS - “YANKEE STADIUM” 
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AGREEMENT CONT: 


In case of rain and the teams do not play, then each 


team receives $150.00 as a guarantee of expense, After all 
necessary expenses are paid for the promotion and the $300.00 
paid the tow base ball clubs; and if there is any money 
left the remainder is to be split three ways, 

This game will be played in Rochester on August 9th, 
1942 under the auspicies of the Colored Elks of Rochester, 
N. Y, for the benefit of the Educational Department of 


the State Organization,
